Tested at 136 West Thirty-fourth Street 
yesterday afternoon charged with en- 
gineering a radium cure swindle which 
Champe S. Andrews, attorney for the 
County Medical Society, says has netted 
them $10,000 from one victim alone. The 
prisoners are Dr. Henry H. Kane, fifty- 
one years old, of the West Thirty-fourth 
Street address, formerly a 
horseman and President of the Road 
Drivers’ Association; his consulting phy- 
sician, Dr. William H. Hale, 
years old, of 240 West 


F. Horton, fifty-seven years old, of 


Morningside Avenue. 

The arrests were made at Kane's place 
by Mr. Andrews and Detective 
geants O’Connell and Price of the Dis- 
trict Attorney’s office. Indictments have 
been returned against the prisoners, 
charging grand larceny. 

The detectives and Mr. 
Kane occupying the sumptuous offices 
which he has maintained for years. 
Everything was furnished in a manner 
to impress the patient with the wealth of 
the owners. There were thirty-five pa- 
tients, among them several handsomely 
dressed women, in the rooms, and a line 
of carriages was drawn up at the door. 
Dr. Kane asked that he be allowed to dis- 
miss his patients before a disturbance 
Was raised and permission was granted. 
Then the trio were taken to the Tombs.

McCallum, a carpenter, of 21 North High 
Street, Mount Vernon. He says the phy- 
sicians got his $10,000, all he had, in $100, 
$1,000, $1,500, and $2,000 lots, for which 
they gave him vials of alleged radium, 
which they said would cure his kidney 
trouble. Before the exposure came Mc- 
Callum had saved a quart of the stuff. 
In talking about the case Mr. Andrews 
said: 

“In November, 1903, McC 
wife. He was left with one child, a boy 
ten years of age. Thinking that he 
would protect this boy in the event of his 
own death, he applied for life insurance. 
He was told that the medical 
tion devcioped a slight tendency 
Bright’s disease. This 
man very much, and the 
company suggested that he call on Dr. 
Kane, whom he described as a celebrat- 
ed specialist. _A day or two afterward 

cCallum received through the mail sev- 

ral circujars setting forth Kane's skill 
as a doctor. McCallum called on Dr. 
Kane, and was shortly afterward oper- 
ated upon. He paid $100 for this. He 
Was then put under so-called treatment, 
for which he paid by the month. 
*Kane soon discovered that McCallum 
wad considerable money, and shortly after 
lis discovery said to McCallum that he 
(Kane) was becoming very much wor- 
ried about his case and that he feared 
death would ensue unless vigorous reme- 
dies were taken. He tuen introduced him 
to Wiiliam Henry Hale, a physician in 
his employ, who, he said, was one of 
“he greatest specialists in the world. 
Hale confirmed Kanes diagnosis, and 
emphasized that McCallum was at the 
point of death. They then proceeded to 
administer to him hypodermic injections 
until McCallum became frightfully ill, 
and in this condition they told him the 
only hope for his recovery lay in a very 
expensive drug called radium. They ex- 
plained to him that radium was such an 
expensive drug that they would make 
no money out of the case, but they were 
80 greatly interested in science and in 
euring McCallum that they were willing 
to do the work for cost. McCsnllum, be- 
lieving he was in the face of certain 
death, paid over to these men in the space 
of a few weeks $9,570, in the belief that 
he was taking radium. 

“Purely by accident McCallum men- 
tioned his case and the method in which 
he was being treated to an officer of the 
County Medical Society. whe matter was 
referred to me, and I began an investiga- 
tion. 

“Kane and Hale were both pressing Me- 
Callum for more money, saying that thev 
had used $13,000 worth of radium ‘n all, 
and that McCallum was in their deb‘ to 
the extent of $3,000. Using this as a start- 
ing point, under my instruction, MeC:! 
lum invented the story of a rich woman 
who had become greatly interested in his 
case, and who, McCallum told Kane, had 
agreed to supply the funds necessary for 
the additional treatment. Hale and Kane 
were greatly pleased at this and made an 
appointment to have an interview with 
the rich woman. I then appealed to Com- 
missioner McAdoo for an experienced wo- 
man detective, who could impersonate 
the woman.

ORANGE, Tuesday, Jan. 24.—A serious 
operation was performed on Thomas A. 
Edison, the inventor, at his home, Glen- 
mont, in Llewellyn Park, a suburb of 
West Orange, late last night, and at 1:30 
o'clock this morning he had not recovered 
from the effects of the anaesthetic. 

The operation was for a mastoid ab- 
scess behind the left ear and very close 
to the brain. The doctors began work 
shortly before 11 o'clock and finished at 
The operating surgeon was 
B. Duel of 254 Madison Ave- 
Manhattan, assisted by Dr, Edward 
Dench of 17 West Forty-fifth Street, 
an assistant, who administered the anaes- 
thetic. Dr. John Hammond Bradshaw of 
Orange, the Edison family physician, was 
also present. 

Mr. Edison, as has been generally 
known, has been deaf for many years. 
He was taken ill about a year ago, suffer- 
ing great pain, but was still able to be 
about. An operation was broached sev- 
eral days ago, but there was strong hope 
until yesterday that it might be avoided. 

It developed yesterday, however, that, 
while Mr. Edison was better in many 
particulars, the growth was not yielding 
to treatment, and the conclusion was 
reached that the operation would have 
to be performed at once.

Charges of Jews. 


But Declares the Lake Placid Club 
Strictly a Social Organization, and 
Not a Hotel in Any Sense.

ALBANY, Jan. 23.—Melvil Dewey, Di- 
dector of the State Library, to-night made 
public the reply which he had sent to the 
Library Committee’s Board of Regents, in 


fesponse to a request fro mthe committee | 


for an answer to the charge made against 
him by Jewish citizens that, while using 
his official position to advertise the Lake 
Placid Club, he was a party to a rule of 


the club that Jews should not be received 


As guests .at the club's hotel. Director 
Dewey’s answer to the committee is as 
follows: 

“At the request of the Chairman I sub- 


mit this statement about the petition for | 


my removal because Jews are excluded 
from the Lake Placid Club. The allega- 


tions that are serious are based on mis- | 


apprehension of the facts. The allegations 
which are true are not serious. 


“It is true that the club from its 


founding in 1895 has not admitted Jews. | 


The sentence criticised was inserted in 
the 1901 circular. The circulars printed 
since, like those before, say: ‘The club 
has no consumptives or other guests to 
whom there is any reasonable moral, so- 
cial, race, or physicial objection.’ The 


change was made because it was discov- | 


ered that a family, highly recommended, 
regularly introduced and admitted, with 
an English name, were Jews® 

“The council of members, Who fully 
control admissions, decided that though 
a house had been engaged for the season, 
the family must not come. They regretted 
the embarrassment, wrote the family 
frankly, and were thanked politely for 
the consideration that saved the embar- 
rassment of coming where they could 
not be welcome. 

“The rule on race objection 
impressed this family as excluding culti- 
vated and desirable Jews, and the coun- 
sel, to guard against similar misunder- 
standing, thought it safer to add in the 
1901 circular the words to which excep- 
tion has been taken: “It found im- 
practicable to make exceptions to Jews 
or others excluded, even when of unusu- 
al personal qualifications.’ In the later | 
printing these words were omitted again, | 
though the rule has been strictly en-} 
forced.

Port Arthur now in Japan, has given to a 
Seeenne statement, covering the defense 
and surrender of the fortress. He char- 
acterizes the surrender before the gar- 
rison had reached its extremity as a dis- 
grace, bitterly criticise Gen.

Asked Jackson to Tell “Dirty, 
Corrupt, Crooked Business.” 


TILTH WITH MOSS IN COURT 


Says He Told Arrested Coroner He 
Deserved Electric Chair—New 
Bribery Charge Made. 


District Attorney Jerome got after the 
Board of Coroners again yesterday at the 
hearing before Recorder Goff on the brib- 
ery charges against Coroner Jackson, who 
last Friday was arrested and placed under 
$2,500 bail on a charge of having offered 
$200 to Deputy Assistant District Attor- 
ney Charles Chadwick for the twisting of 
the evidence in a case pending against 
Dr. John W. Alexander. Frank Moss, 
counsel for the Parkhurst Society, ap- 
peared as the legal representatives of the 
accused official. 

Mr. Jerome said that there were two 
cases instead of one on which indictments 
against Dr. Jackson would be returned 
by the Grand Jury, and the District At- 
torney explicitly asserted that the Coro- 
ner had tried to bribe two different per- 
sons. Who the other one besides Mr. 
Chadwick is has not been indicated. 

The District Attorney was not present 
in the General Sessions Court when the 
matter was brought up. Frank Moss said 
that Dr. Jackson had told him about the 
circumstances surrounding his arrest last 
Friday, contending that the District At- 
torney had exceeded both his authority 
and the limits placed by law on attempts 
to compel an accused man to incriminate 
himself. He said that Coroner Jackson 
had been roughly treated when he was 
arrested. 

Mr. Jerome came in while Mr. Moss 
Was speaking, having been hurriedly sum- | 
moned by one of his assistants. 

“Of course,” he began, “the learned 
counsel, with the overstatement for which 
he is well known, has no knowledge of 
this matter except what he has derived 
from his client.”’ 

Having said that the arrest of Jackson 
feilowed the production of evidence that 
** conclusively and overwhelmingly 
showed him to have committed a felony,” 
Mr. Jerome said, concerning what hap- 
pened in his office: 

“I informed Jackson that I had been 
watching the very irregular and crooked 
course that he had been pursuing for a 
number of years, and I told him that he 
was a man who ought to be heartily 
ashemed of himself, because he had 
sucked the very lifeblood from people in 
their sorrow and suffering. To go into 
the house of death and shake down the 
poor unfortunate and the timorous in their 
hour of sorrow was something so brutal 
and vile that, if he got all his deserts, he 
would not get State prison, but he would 
get, and deserved to get, the electric 
chair. 

“I said to him then that I had reason 
to suspect that for three long years in 
this community he had not been alone in 
the devious and improper conduct which 
he, I was satisfied, was guilty of, and 
that if he was prepared to sit down and 
make a clean breast of all the dirty, cor- 
rupt, crooked business that for three 
long years had been going on in the 
Coroners’ office, and could reveal to the 
prosecuting attorney of this county mat- 
ter of importance enough to justify i+, 
I would be willing to accept him as State's 
evidence, or that, at any rate, a certain 
degree of immunity would be given to 
him in abatement of such punishment as 
might, after conviction, be imposed upon 
him. 

“So far as the examination con- 
cerned, the Grand Jury of this county 
has ordered a bill of indictment against 
this defendant. That bill is in process of 
being drafted, and will be filed as quickly 


as it is prepared, and, therefore, it seems 
to me that it is fully a work of superero- 
gation to proceed before your Honor as 
a Magistrate, since that course has been 
pursued.” 

Mr. Moss then started to make a mo- 
tion. 

“Shall we stay here while this man ad- 
vertises himself, or shall we proceed with 
the matter before the court?’’ Mr. Je 
rome interrupted, tartly. 

“You can't keep quiet, can you?”’ said 
Mr. Moss, looking very red in the face. 

**Not when I see a man of your char- 
acter within reach of my voice,’’ was the 
District Attorney's retort. 

Recorder Goff said _he would postpone | 
the examination to Wednesday morning | 
at 10:30 o'clock.

Caucus Votes to Support the 
Davey Rebate Bill. 


BRYAN MEN TURNED DOWN 


They Urged a Resolution Concurring 
in the President’s Ideas—Wil!- 
iams Keeps Leadership.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 23.—A Democratic | 


caucus was held to-night to consider the 
railroad rate question. It developed a 
elear line of cleavage between those who 
follow Mr. Bryan in indorsing all of the 
Roosevelt policies which seem worthy of 
support, and those who prefer to hold 
aloof from the President, and the latter 
element won the day. There was, how- 
ever, no difference of opinion as to the 
necessity of action against the present 
system of railroad rates, and there was 
little difference as to the correctness of 
Ahe President's attitude. 

Mr. Williams, who originally called the 
caucus for the purpose of resigning the 
leadership of the party, but was per- 
suaded to retain that post for the pres- 
ent, entered into a discussion of the re- 
bate situation immediately upon the as- 
sembling of the ‘caucus. He said that 
when the Inter-State Commerce Com- 
mission was first proposed John H. Rea- 
gan of Texas, a Democrat, introduced a 
far better bill than the one adopted. It 
provided, in effect, for the very thing 
the President now advocates. Congress, 
however, adopted the Cullom bill. 

Mr. Williams said that Mr.

thunder by reviving the provisions of the 
Reagan bill. He then introduced a resolu- 
tion by which the caucus pledged itself to 
support the Davey bi. as expressing the 
real Democratic doctrine.

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BLAZE FROM OIL EXPLOSION. 


Children Were Starting Kitchen Fire— 
Absent Guardian Arrested. 


Exploding oil set fire last night to two 
on the ground floor of the 
|four-story double brick tenement house 
at 229 East Forty-fifth Street. While 
the flames were put out within fifteen | 
minutes, it was nearly an hour and a halt | 
before the police found all the children 
who escaped from the building and had 
| five persons who had been slightly burned 
|treated by ambulance surgeons. 

In the ground floor rooms of John 

Davis, while his sister-in-law, Delia Kelly, 
who had care of his four children, was 
'absent, Mamie, the oldest child, poured 
kerosene on the kitchen fire. The flames 
|} shout up from the stove and set fire to 
the oil in the can. The children kicked 
the can into the hall and it exploded. 
Three of the children climbed safely out 
a rear window, but Eddie, nine years old, 
ran through the fire and was burned on 
the legs. 

When Detective Sappe of the East 
Fifty-first Street Station and three police- 
men reached the building the fire escapes 
and windows were crowded with people. 
The four men ran up to the second floor 
and lowered the fire escape ladder and 
prevented a panic by guilding the women |} 
and children down. 

Delia Kelly, the young woman who was 
|supposed to be in charge of the Davis 
; children, could not be found until an hour 
jafter the fire. She was locked up in the 
East Vifty-first Street Station charged 
with intoxication, and the children were

Wall Street yesterday acted some- 
what like a sleeper in a building of as- 
sured fire-proof construction, and who 
receives notice of a fire in the base- 
ment. Rather than disturb himself 
unnecessarily if his nerves are good 
and his conscience easy, like Wall 
Street’s, he resolves upon a little more 
sleep and a little more slumber, in| 
calm reliance upon receiving sufficient 
notice later on if the situation should | 
become serious.

Mut financially there can be no ef- | 
fett of revolt or revolution more direct | 
than through the effect upon London, 
which is the clearing house of the Con- 
@nent, just as we are the clearing 
fiouse of America. And Wall Street | 
breathed more freely when it perceived | 
that the pressure of arbitrage business 
was moderate. If the professionals of 
London had perceived that their 
clients, either locally or abroad, were 
about to press Americans for sale, 
they would have sold in anticipation, 
and there would have been pressure | 
upon our powers of absorption which | 
might have disturbed our equanimity. | 
And it may come yet. The attitude is 
of observation, not of relief, for the: 
crisis is denoted -rather than passed. 
With short sales forbidden in Paris, | 
and with dealings in securities forced 
into the Berlin banks through pater- 
nalistic legislation, nobody can say | 
that the situation is developing natu- | 
rally, nor can positively declare that | 
the symptoms mean what they seem | 
to mean. All factors of international! 
significance yesterday showed any- 
thing but hysteria; it seemed more like 
the strongest sort of control.

Peace perhaps 
may be written upon the next page, 
and also perhaps a Constitution in- 
stead of autocracy. For the politics of 
it Wall Street cares not a jot; for peace !
